WasHinaron, March 2.—[{Specia!.]|—If 
such at were e, “Premier” Mills’s 
alleged tariff bill is a thousand times more un- 
popular today than it was on yesterday. when 
the child was born. The great man from 


Texas has strutted the halls of the capitol to- 


day like a boatswain on quarter deck, ready to 
call out to his gallant seamen to ride the 
waves of the approaching storm. He has gone 
from place to place in search of compliments 
for his ‘‘able effort,”’ but from no quarter did 
he receive even the faintest whisper of approv- 
al, save from the members of his own commit- 
tee, who, as he says. have been “whipped into 
line.” The chuds of darkness 
have swoopeu down upon the 
bald and grizzled head of the Texas command- 
er, so called. Upon the contrary, over thé 
handsome and smooth!ly-shaven face of Sam’l 
J. Randall, played and danced the same sub- 
dued smile of contentment, peace and joy. 
While to ‘‘Premier”’ Milis the world was si- 
lent, there was a stream of telegrams flowing 
thick and fast into the committee-room on ap- 
propriations,congratulating Mr. RandaH on the 
bold stand of opposition he had taken, and as- 
suring him of their devotion to him in his no- 
ble battle for the protection of American in- 
dustry. : ! 

Without exaggeration or empty praise, Mr. 
Randall is tonight the hero of the day. 
The bright, effulgent banner of 
Randall, however, hangs higher - and 
kisses the breeze with more grace 
and beauty than ever before, while that borne 
by Mijis has all day trailed in thedust. Even 
these who last night were half inclined to look 
upon the bill4my a ffiéndly manner, perhaps 
more ouf of sympathy than love, are tonignt 
condeimning and ¢ritieizing it with a vigor 
that means business. ‘The Georgia delegation, 
like a great many others, say they have not 
real -it with suffteiént care to be able 
to givéan opinion apon it. To Tur Consritv- 
Tron cortesponilent, Representatives Clements, 
Caritun, Crisp, Norwood, Grime§S and Barnes 
each said they had not as yet read the bill at 
all, but would do.so as scon as they could get 
a copy of it. MY Stewart, while not suited as 
he would like to bé; will support the Dill ‘be- 
cause he believes it'the best that can be done 
at the present time. He has estimatéd the re- 
duction to be over 355,600,000 annually, and 
looks upon that portion of the bill placing salt 
and cotton ties and bagging upon the free list 
as especially fortunate to the cotton growing 
states. , 

Mr. Stewart takes the view that, as the ways 
and means committee are to report with the 
tariff a provision repeaiing certain internal 
revenue laws, which wili lessen the accumula- 
tion of the surplus from that source about 
thirty million annually, he thinks it the duty 
of congress to. pass the bill, ag-the necessity of 
the reduction is the prime object.

Mr. Clements, as named in dispatches last 
night, is not pleased with the bill. The thrust 
made at marble industries in placing the raw 
inaterial upon the free list is urged as his chief 
objection to the bill.6As te whether Mr. Clem- 
ents will support the bill as it now is he bas not 
made up his mind. He hopes, of course, to 
have it amended and strike out all objectiona- 
bie features. 

Mr. ‘lurner, as heretofore stated, says the 
bil! is not as he would have it, but being a 
member of the ways and means committee he 
Will support it. 

Mr. Norwood_ naturally disapproved of that 
portion of the bill reducing the daty on rice, 
but as he has pot read the whole bill he wishes 
to take time in considering the question before 
he commits himself. 

From the present state of feeling, and there 
is no probability of a radical change, there is 
no possible hope of the bill eyer seeing the 
light of day by giving it the dignity of an act 
of congress. 

The Louisiana delegation have. made the 
discovery that the bill, instead of reducing 
Sugar twenty-two and one-fourth per cent, as 
the framers of the bill intended, have reduced 
it over thirty per cent. At a meeting held to- 
night the éntire delegation, including the 
senators, decided to oppose the passage of the

Mr. Alien replied that it was not. If the 
federal troops had laid down their guns for 
twenty minutes, this property would have been 
oceupied by confederate soldiers.

LARD AND COTTON SEED OIL,

A Merchant Gives His Views to the Com- 
inittee. ; 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Aoram S. Jewell, 
cominission merchant of New York, anda 
member of the New York produce exchange 
augemre before the house committee on agri- 
culture this morning. © Up to 1887, he said he 
had been in the latd busimess and has dealt 
largely in lard. His firm had been probab y 
the first in the country to manufacture refined 
lard. Before the hog packing business was 
brought to its present state of excellence and 
when hogs were cured in small establish- 
ments, it was almost im ible to get a thou- 
sand tierces of lard of any uniformity and 
his firm bad conceived the idea of rendering 
lard so as to make it uniform. It put no out- 
side substances into the lard, but into lard 
which was exported to Soath America 
countries it mixed stearine in 
order to harden the lard and enabie it to stand 
wirm weather. Competition had grown so 
rapidly that manufacturers sought something 
to cheapen the product, and used water. Fi- 
nally, so much.water was put in lard that 
buyers rejected it. As much as thirty-five per 
cent of water was putin, Today steam lard 
contained twoor three per cent of water; 
scarcely any has less than one percent. Ket- 
tle rendered lard was absolutely free from wa- 
ter... When buyers refused. lard on account of 
the large amount of water in it, the manufac- 
turer looked about for some cheap article to 
take its place and fixed upon cotton seed oil. 


. It was found that it combined with lard with- 


out damaging it, while it cheapened its cost. 
The adding of oil to lard necessitated the use 
of ahardening substance like stearin to coun- 
teract it. About the time cotton seed oil be- 
gan to be used, oleomargerine stearine came 
into the market. It was made from the fat of 
bullocks. There was nothing impure that could 
come from an animal’s ‘fat and it was 
used in hardening thelard. He did not know 
exactly what proportion of cotton seed oil 
went into lard, but he should think the pro- 
portion to be about sixty pounds of lard to 
about twenty-five pounds of oil and fifteen 
pounds of stearine. 

This product he considered to be wholesome 
and just as good as pure lard. as far as cooking 
was concerned There were standard quali- 
ties of cotton seed oi!, but he did not know 
that they differed, except as to color.

CHiGaGo, March 2.—Chief Engineer P. M. 
Arthur tonight gave to'the press a long state- 
ment concérning the position of the _Brother- 
hood of Engineers and Firemen asto their pres- 
ent attitude toward the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad. Mr. Arthur says: 

it wid netdo to assume that the emplores of the 
railway compiny are responsible tothe publie for 
the present condition of aitairs of the Chicago, Bur 
lington and Qu ney railway. They, the em iloyes, 
have the legal and m wal right to place a vatue on 
their labor, and if the company caunot, or.wilLAot 
pay it, the employes are_ perfectly justitied 
in refusing to work. No one with the feast 
conception of justice will deny this propesition, 
There is no pretense that the strikers have used 
any means except moral suasion to prevent thore 
who desire to work for the Darlington from follow- 
ing their intention. The striking employes are ex- 
tremely anxious that in this cuntroversy they. may 
be sustained by the influence of public opinion. 
They bave carefully refrained from doing anything 
that would justify public censure, and are: deter 
mined that, while they will resort to every honora- 
ble method to compel the railway cocipeny to pe 
them jusi remuneration for their seryices, that thes 
will do nothing that may bring reproach upon them 
or the organization they represent. The men are 
striking, not to compel the railway company to pay 
them for services they do not perform, nor.is it te 
compel the Company to accept biind men to run ei- 
gines. Neitherdothe men demand that the com- 
pany sball furnish free passes iur their wives, their 
cousins and their avnts. The main issue is the 
question of wages, Shall the Clisago, Burlington 
and Quincy railroad pay the same wages for the 
same work thatis paid by the Chicago and Alton. 
the Chicago and Northwestern, the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, and ninety per cent in mileage of all rail- 
ways in ihe United State?

only question at :ssire between the parties to the 
controversy.

This 
grading system Mr. Arthur holds to be 
illogical and unjust. Under it a 
man must cerve from eight to twelve 
years before he gots full pay, and he says; There is 
no other trade in existence that is asked or would 
submit to the injust:ce of bsing a candidate for the 
superannuated list bef:re becoming a full fledg d 
master of histrade. Thee is practically no ditter- 
ence in the se: vice rendered or the results to the 
railway between an engineer ot the ‘first grade and 
one ofthethird, There is no trade or cailing in 
which years of experience will determine a man's 
ability. An engmeecr of ome year’s ser- 
vice is often better qualified to run an en- 
gine than one with twenty years’ experience. 
it youundertake to gauge ability by yeafs of service 
in auy calling, you will be pretty apt to1undintoa 
big hole in the ground. There is one and only one 
justrule to determine the question, aud that is 
equal pay for equal service. in the present contro- 
versy the engineers and firemen can afford to tose 
their fight, but there is uo possible way in which 
they can recede from their demands on the ques- 
tion of wages except at the sacrifice of their 
entire organization. It would not be expected, and 
would not be just to expect, tbat other roids lead- 
inginto Chicago would continue to pay him higher 
wages than the “Q.’’ If the engineers should accede 
to the present wages offered by that road, it would 
have another tight on iis hands witihin twenty-four 
hours, ard they wouid have to submit or abandon 
the organization. 

It appears that Secretary Cahill, of the ex- 
ecutive board of Reading: employes brought 
Chief Arthur and Grand: Master Sargent offi- 
cial information that 150°’ members of their or- 

anization had taken the places of Knights of 
zabor on the Reading road. Both Chief Ar- 
thur and Mr. Sargent have denied repeatedly 
that they knew that their men had taken the 
places of the Reading striking employes, and 
they assured Mr,. Cahill that they had no 
knowledge other than vague newspaper re- 
ports that this thing had occurred. Both gen- 
tlemen expressed a willingness to play fair 
with the knights, and an agreement was en- 
tered into by which Arthur and Sargent agreed 
to request their men to quit the Reading's 
employment. In return Mr. Cahill agreed to 
kéep the 1530 to 200 Reading engineers 
in the city from taking places on the Burling- 
ton. ‘These men, it was agreed, would bé held 
back twenty-four “hours: If the brotherhood 
men obeyed the réquest of their chiefs and 
quit the Reading road, the} knights here would 
return home. fter the settlement with the 
Reading men was made Arthur and his com- 
rades took fresh courage and were a trifte less 
rendy to make ‘conéessions to the ey 
They thought the strike would be brought to 
a speedy termination, if the agreement with 
Mr. Cahill was enforced. 

Chairman Hoge, of the engineers and fire- 
men’s committee. said complaints had reached 
him that several roads were violating the 
neutrality- agreement. He declines to 5 
which were the offenders, but the Rock Jslan 
and companies using the St. Louis bridge were 
on the list.

THE MONEY MUST BE TAXED. 


The Mississippi Legislature Hurrying 
Through for Adjournment. 


JACKSON, Miss., March 2.—[{Special.]—The 
senate is now holding three sessions a day. It 
concurred in the house resolution to adjourn on 
Wednesday next, but failed to clinch its action 
by reconsidering and tabling, and it seems 
probable that final adjournment will not take 
place before Friday next. The senate has been 
since last night considering the general appro- 
priation bill, and have rawe@ almost every 
item in the hense bill. The increase as to all 
the humane Institutions,.except the Meridian 
insane asylum: and the blind institute, nearly 
reach the last Appropriation.

RETURNING INSANE PAUPERS. 


Action of a Chicago Judge Which May Cause 
a Racket. 

Cuicaco, March 2.—A= international ques- 
tion has been vigorously stirred up by County 
Judge Prendergas. From the number of in- 
sane paupers, subjects of European powers, 
who have come before him while holding court 
of insane inquiry, the judge has long been of 
the opinion that foreign governments are sim- 
ply dumping their undesirable inhabitants Into 
the United States. Yesterday he decided as 
the best means of forcing the subject to the 
legislature’s attention to order two Canadian 
lunatic paupeérs sent to the British consul, one 
German to the German consul, and a Hnn- 
garianto the Austrian consul. Before they 
were sent, an officer of the court was dispatch- 
ed to the consuls with a note from the judge 
explaining that as the paupers had been al- 
lowed to come here insane, to be a burden ou 
Cook county; the consuls ought to take charge 
and ship them back. Baron Nordenflicht, 
German consul, at once replied warmly, that 
as he received orders only from Germany, he 
begged to state that if ‘‘any attempt is made 
to carry out the order of the county court by 
leaving Victoria Reid at my office, without my 
censent, I shall invoke the aid of the federal 
courts.”’ The otherconsul sent similar replies, 
and thus the matter stands. : 


MONSIGNOR McMANUS’S BURIAL, 


Cardinal Gibbons and Other High Prelates 
Present. 


BaLtrmore, March 2.—The funeral of Mon- 
signor Bernard J. A. McManus took place this 
morning at St. John’s church, of which he was 
pastor from the time it was built, thirty-two 
years ago, up to the time of his death. Long 
before the services begun the. church was 
crowded and thousands of pecple stood on the 
street marble to gain admission. The oflice 
for dead was recited DY Rev. W. E. Bartlett. 
Cardinal Gibbons celebrated high requiem 
mass, and Rev. Dr. John S. Foley preached. 
Among those present were Bishops Canis, of 
Wilmington; Moore, of Florida; Vadham, of 
Ogdensburg, and Grandin, of northwest Ten- 
nessee, as well as V.G. Park, of Wheeling; 
and V. G. Walsh, of Philadelphia, and Rov. 
Father Stanton, of the last named city. 

All priests of the diocese were present,except 
Monsignor McColgan, who is coniined to his 
home by a broken limb. After services at the 
church, the body was removed and laid in the 
chapel of Holy Cross cemetery. In the cortege 
were all Catholic societies of the city and many 
of the children of parochial schools. Monsig- 
nor McManus was aman of more than ordi- 
nary administrative ability, and his less will 
be deeply felt by the church, which he built 
up in a sparsely settled part of the city. 


SEVERE SNOW STORMS. 


Michigan Railroads Blockaded—The Worst 
Sterm of the Season. 

{ARQUETTE, Mich., March 2.—All of the 
conten sohinanias railroads are blockaded by 
one of the severest gales and snow storms ever 
known here. It has snowed continuously for 
nearly twenty-four hours, and the heavy wind 
has drifted it badly. The storm is still raging, 
and reaches the entire length of Lake Supe- 
rier and extends well down into the southern 
peninsula where eighteen inches have fallen.

A FISH STORY. 


Report of Mr. Chamberlain to 
His Government. 


SUBMITTING THE RECENT TREATY 


He Compliments All Hands Engaged tu the 
Matter—The Trafalgar Square Moet- 
ings Discussed in Parliament. 


Lonpoy, March 2.—In a comm#tication to 
Lord Salisbury, dated Washington, Februay 
16th, Mr. Chamberlain says the satisfactory 
result of the conference was due, in a large 
degree, to the spirit of conciliation manifested 
by both sides, and the strong sense of all con- 
ferees of the importance of removing all causes 
for irritation and promoting good neighborhood 
and friendly intercourse between the United 
States and Canada and Newfoundland. The 
relations between the British'plenipotentiaries, 
Mr. Chamberlain says, were of the most cor- 
dial and harmonious character viroughont. 
He speaks in high praise of Minister West and 
Sir Charles Tupper, and also cails spegial at- 
tention to the services rendered by Messrs. 
Bergne and Maycock. 

The dispatch further stated that the Ameéri- 
can government on the present occasion, repu- 
diated any desire to share the inshore fisheries 
of Canada. The int of dispute was, there- 
fore, limited to the question of commercial 
facilities. In the course of the discussion it 
became evident that there existed a substantial 
agreement on the main facts of the case, and 
that while on the one hand the United States 
were ready to recognize the right of Canada to 
guard the interests of her fishermen and with- 
hold any of special advantagesconferred by the 


_ proximity of her ports and harbors to the com- 


mon fishery grounds; on the other hand the 
Canadian government was ready to afford all 
poesible convenience and assistance which the, 
claims of humanity or the courtesy of nations 
justify; provided the concessions were not 
abuséd or construed into a surrender of priv- 
ileges essential or important to the successful 
presecution of the tishing industry. 

The treaty now submitted gives expression 
to those views, providing for full concession of 
all commercial facilities to fishing vessels of 
the United States whenever and as long as the 
products of Canadian fisheries are anmitted 
into the United States.. The treaty establishes 
the future position of the respective parties, 
and defines their rights; provides for the de- 
limitation of the exclusive fishing waters of 
British colonies, substantially on the basis of 
the North sea fisheries convention and estab- 
lishes a prompt and economic mode of pro- 
cedure for dealing with breaches of the treaty 
or regulations affecting the fisheries. It also 
enlarges the condition under which American 
fishermen have hitherto enjoyed the rights se- 
cured them by the convention of 1818. 

Under the modus vivendi of two years, Uni- 
ted States fishermen will enjoy the advantages 
of the facilities contemplated by the treaty, in 
consideration of the license issued for a mod- 
erate fee by the government; of Canada and 
Newfounditand. Tt is hoped in this way to ob- 
viate all possibility of a recurrence of the irri- 
tating incidents of the fishery seasons of 18386 
and 1887. He is further hopeful that the ar- 
rangément will confirm and extend the friend - 
ly and cordial relations existing between the 
United States and Great Britain. 

In conclusion he eulogizes the members of 
the commission and says that the stafi was, at 
his own desire, made up ona much smaller 
scale than is usual with missions of this char- 
acter, thereby throwing on the members a 
greater labor and responsibility.

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A Full Description of the Wonderful! Place 
How Its Power: Was Discovered-—

_ ATHENS, Ga., March 2.—[Special.]—Who. 
in Georgia, has not heard of the wonderful 
well of electricity that has been recently de- 
veloped and that is disturbing the doctors and 
puzzling the scientists of the country? You 
havé heard of it, of course. but do you know 
what it is, where it is, and what it looks like? 
In order to solve these questions for himself 
and for the people, a ConsTITUTION correspond- 
ent left Athens a few days ago, equipped with 
a round trip ticket to Hillman. I confess that 
I had listened to the current stories of the 
wonders of the well with broad incredulity. 
And now that the justice or injustice of that 
Ancredulity was to be settled, my doubt in- 
creased. Soon tiring of the familiar scenes 
that seemed to hurry past the windows ina 
panoramic race, my ticket attracted my atten- 
tion and my skepticism was revived. Why, 
thought I, call it Hillman? Is it not a well, a 
Shaft, an excayation in the _ earth? 
How then reconcile the name to the 


| condition? I learned afterwards that the name 


only applies tothe railroad station, and that it

My speculations were disturbed by the 
change of cars at Barnett, and I soon found 
myself on board the Washington branch, 
which connects Washington with the main 
line. Captain W. H. Anthony, one of the 
most affable and efficient officers that ever 
pulled a bell cord, has charge of the train be- 
tween these points, and makes six trips daily. 
He is an enthusiast on the subject of the elec- 
tric shaft, and from him I heard some remark- 
able stories of its power and efficacy. He, bet- 
ter than anyone else, can notice the effect of 
the electricity on patients, as he carries them 
all to and from the station. The captain says 
he always feels like the keeper of a hospita! on 
the down trip, when he is surrounded by pa- 
tients on pillows, cots, and stretchers, all en 
route to the well, and all despondent. On the 
*return trip he‘likens himself to the leader of a 
Fourth of July picnic, with his passengers 
chattering and laughing, congratulating one 
another, and trying the activity of their newly 
restored muscles. 

At Hillman a conveyance meets all trains to 
carry visitors to the hotel. The distance is 
only a few hundred yards, through a beauti- 
ful grove, and those who can do so, generally 
prefer to walk. The first impression of the 
place is a pleasant one. Rising gently from 
all sides and covered with a thick growth of 
Georgia pines, is the electric mound, and di- 
rectly on its summit stands the hotel. From 
here can be obtained a view that can not be 
excelled, even by Tallulah, for natural beauty 
and grandeur. The surrounding country is 
undulating and broken, but just at the base of 
the inound there lies an expanse, of perhaps a 
hundred acres, as Jeve]l as a billiard table. 
Here it is proposed to erect a mile race track 
and accommodations for a large number of 
horses. The track can be -inade with a hun- 
dred dollars worth of grading, and will be one 
of the finest in the south. This 
will be used for training purposes by the 
largest stables of the north and west, 
and here will be trained for the spring and fall 
races, some of the finest horses on the turf. 
On the opposite side of the mound a pavilion is 
being erected. Near it will be built another 
large hotel, and these two buildings will be 
used by tourists and pleasure seekers.

lajor B. F. Brown, formerly of the Plan- 
ters, of Augusta, has charge of the hotel and is 
general nanager of the company.

The menu is particularly 
elaborate and is well served. I was enjoying 
an excellent supper with Colonel James A. 
Benson, president of the company, when the 
conversation turned on the merits of the shaft. 
The colonel is infatuated with the place, and 
believes in it only as he does 
in Michael Davitt. I was helping 
myself to another roll—for that electrified 
water gives one a wondrous appetite—when 
the colonel began relating the diyers cures 
effected at the shaft. One instance after an- 
other was given where the electricity had 
accomplished wonders, and I noted every in- 
stance. ‘Well, sir,” said the colonel, and his 
blue eyes twinkled ashe pulled out his. watch ; 
‘‘notice its action, please.’’ I took the watch, 
heard its metallic palpitation, followed the 
swift wheels in their revolutions, and compared 
it with my Waterbury and found them both 
accurately together; everything about it was 
in perfect order. ‘‘Now,’’ continued the colonel, 
“IT brought that clock from the old country 
with me. It once laid for nine days in the 
bottom of Lake Killarney, was afterwards 
crushed inarailway accident, and has been 
baked in two stores that were burned to the 
ground. Ofcourse it stopped. I took it to 
some ofthe best jewelers in the state; all 
said it was ruined beyond repair, and 
could never work again.

PRESIDENTIAL POLITICS. 


The Problem that Will Confront the Demo- 
,cratic National Convention. 
From the Albany Times, 

The democratic national convention will 
have avery plain politico-arithmetical problem 
to figure out. All its discussions, its proposi- 
tions, its platform, its nominations, the whole 
tenor of its work is to be toward the surest 
solution of that question in arithmetic. The 
problem is: How can 201 or more electoral 
votes be most certainly assured from the total 
of 219 in the following states?

These are the states which the democratic 
ticket carried four years ago. The result was 
219 votes, or eighteen more than was necessary 
to elect. Electoral votes, however, do not di- 
vide up into small figures. While the whole 
electoral vote of all the states is 401, and 201 
would be exactly enough, it would be difticult 
to figure out, by any combination of the figures 
above presented, any method of getting just: 
that reouisite figure and saving time and 
trouble about the other eighteen.. The largest 
factor in this problem, the southeru vote, may 
be assumed to be already disposed of. There 
is to allintents and purposes,so far as the 
presentation of this case goes,as much of a 
solid south as there was in 1884. There are 
then presumably 153 electoral votes assured to 
the democratic ticket. Forty-eight votes re- 
main to be secured out of the sixty-six in the 
four northern states which went democratic in 
1884. To obtain these forty-eight, the electo- 
ral vote of New York isan absolute essential. 
The other three states may be obtained, but 
all ihree of them added together only make 
thirty votes, and without the thirty- 
six votes of New York they are useless. They 
would fail by eighteen yotes of the requisite 
number. But New York, though an absolute 
essential, will not of itself be sufficient. Her 
thirty-six votes will fall twelve short of the re- 
quired total. To New York there must be 
added Indiana with her fifteen votes, or both 
New Jersey and Connecticut, with their com- 
bined fifteen. New York wit: New Jers*y’s 
nine will not do, any more than New YoR 
with Connecticut’s six. There must be fortye 
eight votes assured over and above the fuil 
vote of the presumably assured solid south, 
and these forty-eight can be obtained only by 
the carrying of New York and Indiana, or 
New York, Connecticut, and New Jersey. 

The problem isa plain one. It need not be 
muddled and mystified by injecting figures of 
a possible electoral vote in Minnesota or Wis- 
consin any more than by subtracting the elec- 
toral yotes of any southern states. If thedem- 
ocratic national con:.ention can find the solu- 
tion to the problem just as it stands, the party 
will take its demonstration of it assound. If 
two-thirds of the members of that convention 
can agree on any man, who they conscientious- 
ly believe can win the required electoral votes 
as here demonstrated, that man is the one to 
nominate.

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The Proposed Tariff Bill. 

_ While we will wait to find out the possi- 
bilities of a compromise on the tariff bill 
presented by the committee of the house, 
we cannot forbear to express some views, 
that will occur to the most casual observer, 
on the bill presented by the committee on 
Ways and means in the house. 

In trying to reduce the surplus—for that 
is what all patriotic citizens ought to try 
and do—why is it necessary to take the tariff 
off of two-thirds of the things produced by

or aso ten as may be necessary, to the build- 


our farmers? We thought they were the par- 
ties that were to be relieved, wool, sugar, 
hemp and peanuts covering nearly two- 
thirds of the reduction made. Only about 
five millions of the surplus is relieved by 
taking the tariff off of manufactured goods 
in reality. Thatthis isa farce of the first 
water no business man will doubt, and it all 
comes from the action of a committee who, 
in trying to reduce the surplus, wanted to 
take care of the only monopoly that made 
that surplus, towit: ‘The whisky ring, or, 
according to the modern term, the “whisky 
trust.’’ 

Sugaristo bear the greatest burden, and 
“sugar” is no doubt an important element 
in all this work. 

The action of the committee on ways and 
means of the housé, as far as has come to 
the public, shows conclusively that if the 
members of the committee had gone to 
work with the intention of trying faithfully 
te reduce the surplusin the treasury, they 
would have taken other steps. Wiping out 
the internal revenue laws would have not 
been inconsistent with what they reported 
ought to be done; but that is just what they 
did not wish to do. 

It isasad day for the democratic party 
when it is necessary for its leaders to foster 
such an iniquitous scheme as the intérnal 
revenue laws to raise revenue. The ‘report 
of this committee indicates that it is the 
purpose of at least the committee of ways 

and means to do this, and the farmers, not 
the “‘infanut industries,’’ have to bear tlie 
burden of this foily. It may be right, but 
it will take time to prove it. 

Georgia will be affected more than any 
other southern state, except Virginia and 
North Carolina, by the adoption of this 
tariff bill. Free lumber, a large reduction 
in marble, rice, and even peanuts wili be felt 
in our state. It will probably not affect the 
surplus in the treasury, but it will hurt-— 
but we can stand it better than Louisiana 
can the reduction on sugar, and better than 
many of the other states can the reduction 
on wool. While the woo} producers los® 
th. protection on wool-growing, there is no 
reduction in the products from wool] manu- 
factured here, and we will see, if this law 
passes, about the cheap blankets and cheap 
clothes that were so liberally promised by 
those who opposed the repeal of the inter- 
nal revenue laws. 

But we will wait, and give our readers 
faithfully the comments on this bill. It is 
entitled to afair hearing. It shall have it, 
80 far as we are concerned. We will give 
to it a faithful and deliberate hearing, with 

hope that we are mistaken in its effects

We print elsewhere a letter from Mr. 
John Quincy Adams, a well known citizen cf 
Wilkes county, which will attract attention. 
A year ago Mr. Adams informed Tir Con- 
STITUTION that he had discovered a number 
of papers, letters and manuscripts relating to 
the life and career of Edgar Allan Poe, and 
that much of the matter was from the pen 
of Poe himself. The documents were vol- 
umnious, and, as Mr. Adams had not had 
an opportunity of examining them as care- 
fully as he desired, he requested that no 
mention be made of the matter. 

It appears from his letter, however, that 
Mr. Adams has partially examined the dog- 
ument, which, enclosed in a box, have been 
tossed about for thirty years, and he finds 
that they are quite as important as he had 
supposed, He finds that the box contains 
original letters, talks and criticisms by Poe, 
together with a new life of the poet by a 
southern man, himself a great and distin- 
guished scholar. The box also contains 
letters from Mrs. Clemm, Mrs. Locke, N. 
P, Willis, William Gilmore Sims, Professor 
Bush, the great Hebrew scholar, and others 
of equal note. There are letters, also, from 
Mrs. Elmira Shelton and Mrs. Sarah Helen

A 
representative of THE ConstTITUTION called on 
Major Wallace, the chairman of the com- 
mission, and talked with him concerning the 
circular. 

‘*You see what it is yourself,” said he, “ana 
it explains itself about as fully as I can ex- 
plain it.’’ 

“What is meant by ‘readjusting and 
equalizing passenger fares’ ?’’ 

“It means just what it says,” replied the 
major. “that the commission thinks that the 
railroad rates of the state need a revision, and 
we have requested the representatives of all 
thewoads to be present on the thirteenth dav 
of March, to give their reasons, if they have 
any, why rates should not be readjusted.” 

‘Is it the idea of the commission to make a 
reduction in the standard of railroad rates ?’’ 

‘It isthe idea of the commission,” replied 
the major, ‘‘to have the railroads show if there 
is any just reason why this should not be done, 
We do not want to act hastily in the matter, 
and will hear the railroads fully before making 
any decision.” 

‘Have you prepared a schedule which you 
will submit to the railroads?” 

‘In a spirit of fairness a schedule wi!) be 
shown the railroads which the commissicn hag 
spent some time in preparing. We ha-e con- 
sidered the matter for quite a while, and have 
prepared a schedule establishing a standard of 
two and one-half cents instead of three cents 
per mile. I have talked the matter over with 
my colleagues, and fer myself, I can say that 
Ican now see no reason why the standard 
should net be lowered as proposed. Ve will 
submit the schedule to the railroads and hear 
what they havetosay onit. Ican say that I 
am open to conviction, and if they can show 
me that Iam wrong I will promptly admit it 
and drop the matter. If, on the other hand, 
they {ail to show a just reason why the stand- 
ard should not be iowered, I am satisfied the 
commission will at once take steps to read- 
just rates. We have discussed the mater fnl- 
ly among ourselves, and while we have not 
yet fully decided what we will do, we shall 
hear what the railroads have to say and then 
act.”’ 

A PROBABLE REDUCTION, 

The ineeting of the commission on the thir- 
leenth of this month will thus be a most ime 
portant one, and will probably be attended by 
representatives of ali the leading railroads. As 
yet itis pot known whether they will oppose 
the reduction or will yield to it without a pro- 
test, though it is said that they will take con- 
certed action on the question in the course of 
the next week. 

The general opinion is that the circularisthé 
first step towards making a general reduction 
in rates, and that it will not be long before the 
standard fare for the railroads which now 
charge three cents per mile, will be made twe 
and one-half cents, with a proportionate re- 
duction for other railroads. 

This action of the commission is a most im- 
pertant one, and the result of the circular 
issued yesterday will be watched with the 
deepest interest throughout the state.

The secre 
tary ot the state of Georgia also reported that 23,000 
were killed or destroyed in that state the year pre- 
vious. Vermont had in 1859 1,014,122 sheep; in 1886 
but 378,174. This great reduction has been going on 
under different tariffs. aot only in in Vermont! but 
in all the New England and many other states, and 
dogs are the cause of it. Now comes a senator of

Probably one of the most common head- 
aches, if not the most common, is thet called ner- 
vous, The ciass of people who are_mcst subject to 
it are certainly not your out-door workers. -Ifeter 
my old triend the gardener had bad a headache it 
would not have been one of this description; - Nor 
does Darby, the plowman, nor Jarver, the *busman, 


‘nor Greatfoot, the gauger, suffer from nervous head- 


ache, Nor any onc else wi:o leads an outdgor life er 


who takes plenty of exercise in the open air. But : 


poor Mattie, who slaves: away her days in.a stu‘ty 
craper’s shop, and Jeannie in her lonesome attic, 
bending over her white seam—stiteh, stitch, stitch—- 
til farintothe night, and thousands of others of 


the indoor working class are martyrs to thie ‘orm of 
headache. Are they alone in theirmiszry? No; 
_formy Lady Bonhomnre, who comes to have her 
ball dress fitted on, bas often a fellow feeling with 


Jeannie and Mattie.- Her, however, we -cannot 
afiord to pity quite so much, because sle has the 
power to change her modus vivendi whenever she 
chooses. 

What are the symptoms of this complaint that 
makes your head ache so? You will almost know it 
is coming on froma dull, perhaps sleepy fevlinz. 
Ycu have noheart and little hope, and you are 
restless at night. Still more restie:s, though, when 
it comes on in full force, as then for nights perhaps, 
however much you mayrwish to, scarcely can you 
sleep at all, 

“How my poor head does ache!’ This you will 
say often enough; sadly to yourself and hopelessly 
to those near you, from whom you expect no 
sympathy, and get none. And yet the jain is to 
bear, although it is generally confine’ to only one 
part of the head. 

The worst of this form of headache licsin the 
fact that it is periodic. Well, es it arises from un- 
natural habits of life or peculiarities of constitution, 
this periodicity is no more than we might expect. 

if I just note down some of the most ordinary 
causes of nervous headache people who sufier there- 
from will know what to do and what to avoid. I 
will then speak of the treatment. 

Overwork indoors. 

Oveistudy. 

“Work or study indoors, carried on in‘an unnatural 
or cramped position of body. Literary men and 
women ought to do most of their work at a stand- 
ing, lying down tow and then on a sofa to ease 
brain and heartand permit ideas to flow. They 
should work out of doors in fine weather—with 
their feet resting on a board, not on the earth—and 
under canvas in wet weather. It is surprising the 
good this simple advice, if followed, can effect. 

Neglect ofthe ordinary rules that conduce to 
nealth, ; 

Want of fresh air in bed rooms, 

Want of abundant skin exciting exercise. 

Neglect of the bath. 

Over-indu'g-uce in food, especially of a stimu- 
lating character. 

Weakness or debility of body, however produced. 
This can only be remedied by proper nutriment. 

Nervousness, however induced.

ANEW FLOWER FANGLE. 


What the Girls Now Do With the Flowers 
That Are Sent Them. 
F om the Chicago News. 

The girls no longer hang up in their dressing 
rcO.ns the flowerssent them by their most prized 
admirers, Neither do they select especial buds or 
blossoms and press them between the leaves of 
books for keep-sake. 

There is a deal of sentiment in the lines, 

**Tis but a little faded flower, 
Butoh, so fondly dear,” 
while, in fact, there’s neither sentiment, perfume 
nor beauty in a bunch of dried roses-or a posy from 
which the life has been pressed. The dear girls are 
now preserving the fragrance of their flowers, and 
the fragrance of a*bower is its soul in rose jars. 
They make them in potpourri. A potpourri jar 
now has place ia every prover!y appo nted beudoir. 
Pretty Chinese and Japanese jars are generaliy 
used. The majority put the petals into g]ye>rine, to 
which is added perfume and spice. The best way 
to make a potpcurri is to. put. into. the receptacie 
nothing but the leaves of the flowers and sait. 
Rose leares ust be used for the foundation, as no 
other flower will hold the flavor of itself. Alternate 
the layers of the rose leaves and salt, pressing the 
salt down upon the leaves.’ When ‘the scent bé- 
comes evident any otber fragrant. flower or leaves 
may Le added, such as yiolets, heliotrope, lemon, 
verbena ‘or geranium leaves. A jar filled in this 
way will remain a. well of delicious periume for 
months, fiooding an apartment with rare s:ent 
whenever the lid is removed, 
To Pack a Trunk. 

Marie Gozzaidi, in Good Mousekeeping. : 

A great convenience for packing. is a shoc-weap. 
One should have as many of them as there ae pairs 
of boots and slij pers toga. Et is simply a square of 
brown Lolland or stout gray silesta, half-a yard 
earch way. Ansrrow hem is made all round and 


_feather-stitched with a darker or lighter color. At 


one corner is firmly sewn on to the outside a yard of 
braid or tape in such a way that when stretched out 
one end goes beyond the diagonally opposite corner 
ofthe square. The shoes are then laid tcgeother, 
soles out, near the diagonal corner and then rolicd 
tightly, the other two corners being turned in; the 
one where the tape is sewn frerains outside and 
the-tape mry then be wound round and round and 
firmly tied, The shoes never come out and they 


take up half the room in packing that they would: 


wrapped in paper or put in loosely. 


There are good packers and bad packers and those . 


who throw everything in heiter-skelter, whocannot 
be called packersatall, The good ones are doubt- 
less born so, yet much may be learned from ex- 
perience. 

The hardest pecking is the leaving home when 
the many things needed are scattered all over the 
house. If the traveler has several days for prepara- 
tion it is well to take one. cornet.ofthe room where 
the trunks stand and there to accumulate the eloth- 
ing and other things that are to be.carried, . Kvery- 
thing being ready the work begins, First lay at the 
bottem of the trunk a cloth or towel, and then put 
in first shoes, books and other bard end heavy 
articles. Try to keep an even layer, filing up cracks 
and corners with siockings, woolen undervests and 
other email objects that may be zolled up tight 
without iniury. Dressskirisshould be folded the 
Jength of the trunk, and that they may not appear 
crumpled when taken out should have @ roll of 
newspaper laid in the fclds.

Snaps—EFoil one pint of molasses and 
when it has cooled to at out milk warm, beat intoit 
one egg and one teacup ef butter and lard, mixel 
and melied, and two tablespoonsful of ginger. 
Work in flour enough to make it roll easily; with 
one teaspoonful of soda dissolved in a spoonful of 
warm water. Ball very thin and bake quickly. 
Remove'from pan carefully. When cold they will 
snap.

“THAT TARIFF BILL. | 


Strong Talks by Prominent Men 
~ on the Great Question. 


A Variety of Views and a Diversity of Rea 
sons Showing Why the Tariff Should 
and Should Not be Keduced. 


The tariff. bill. : 

The ways and means committee have re- 
ported it to congress and it hasbeen sent all 
over the country. As amatterof course the 
politiciansand people are talking about this 
interesting measure, and the people of Atlan- 
ta are not backward in giving their views. 

A representative of Tux Constitution held 
informal talks with several prominent gentle- 
men in this city yesterday, and several shades 
of opinion will be found reflected below:

“What do you think of the tariff bill, doc- 
or 


“Well, in my opinion the bill has very many 
defects, but Iam willing to accept it in the 
absence of something better. Ican give you 
my reasons in a very few words. 
It is not the best bill which 
could have been framed on the subject, 
but it is infinitely better than the present state 
of affairs. The great point to be achieved is 
the reduction of taxation. This bill, if passed, 
will bring about a great reduction in taxation. 
I like it for that reason. That is what the 
country needs. The bill will assist in ridding 
the treasury of that tremendous surplus. 
like it for that reason. The best way to get 
rid of that big surplus, in my judgment, is hy 
a reduction of import duties. That bill will 
have a tendency to diminish the danger to this 
country from combinations or ‘‘trusts.” TI like 
it for that reason. The great object of levying 
import duties is to raise revenue for the sup- 
port of the government, and if in raising 
this money from this source for 
this purpase alone. incidental protection shall 
flow from the levying of these duties, to the 
manufacturing interest of the country, all 
right, I do not object to that kind of protec- 
tion. But to levy import duties, simply with 
a view to the protection of the manufactories 
of J this country, would, I think, be uncon- 
stitutional. That sort of protection simply 
takes the earnings from the consumers and 
gives them to the manufacturers. I don’t 
think that labor ought to be made to pay trib- 
ute to capital in that way. If, for 
instance, by a very heavy import duty 
on pig iron it should be shut out in the inter- 
est of our iron industries, the price of iron 
would shoot up and the excess paid for it by 
the consumer would be in the nature of a tax 
paid by him to enrich the manufacturerer who 


would get richer while the consumer would 


grow poorer. If that be true, by reducing the im- 

ort duty on iron the consumer reaps 2 distinct 
Losade. In other words, taxation would be re- 
duced--and I am in favor of the greatest pos- 
sible reduction of taxation consistent with the 
support of the governmcnt. 

‘“‘You can say too, that I am against the re- 
peal of the interna! revenue laws. The bill in 
question very properly avoids that subject. The 
internal revenue tax is, I think, the only fair 
tariff levied by the government. Why? Itis 
a purely voluntary tax. paid upon a luxury.” 

Major W. H. Smythe; said: “I am against 
the tariff bill. It will not accomplish what 
it professes to accomplish, towit: The ridding 
of the treasury of thatsurplus. The reason is 
plain. The percentage of reduction of import 
duties on the various articles, will, in my 
opinion, greatly increase the volume of im 
ports, and the perceniage of reduction will be 
made upinthis way. [don’t think that the 
kind of reduction contemplated bythe Dill 
will reduce. 

‘*But if congress will goto work and wipe out 
the internal revenue laws as speedily as possi- 
ble, the surplus will be cut down about $£0,- 
000,000, and that would be absolute reduction.”’ 

Hion. Benjamiu F. Abbott was found walk- 
ing up and down his office in deep thought. 

‘What do you think of that tariff Lill, col- 
onel?’’ 

&‘‘I am for the protection of American indus- 
tries. and. therefore, | am against that bill, I 
don’t believe it wi!] pass. It certainly ought 
not to pass. Why, the idea of putting raw 
wool on the free list and reducing the tariff on 
iron. Itisashame and it wen’t work. How 
do those peoplejin Washingtonjex pect the south 
ever to deyelop big woolen factories. She 
ought to have several now in every state. How 
do they expect the south to continue her iron 
industries which are now forging to the 
the frout and giving our people employment 
and cheap iron? How do they expect our eot- 
ton manufactories to keep up and increase in 
number to the benefit of our whole section? 
Truly. if that bill passes, Cleveland ought to 
veto it in the interest of the south, because if 
he is re-elected the south will do 
the work. Free trade makes - me 
weary. If want every article of necessity 
which is manufactured in America to be pro- 
tected and well protected, because I believe, 
thatin this way alone, our country can be 
properly developed. 

‘And not a word in the bill about the inter- 
nal revenue laws. I think about the best way 
to get rid of the surplus is to wipe out those 
laws world without end.”’ 

Hon. N. J. Hammond said: “I have not 
read the tariff bill as reported by the ways and 
means cominittee, and therefore cannot give 


| all Opinion on it.”’ 


‘I think the tariff bill a very unwise and in- 
judicious measure,’’ said ex-Governor Rufus 
$. Bullock. ‘I think this tinkering with the 
tariff does the country far more harm than to 
let it alone entirely. It certainly injures the 
south by frightening capital away. We have 
room right here in this cotton factory for much

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HOW IT AFFECTS 


The Iron Interest Can Stand the Bill, but 
it Kuins the Timber Trade. 

Braaincuam, Ala., March 2.—[Special.]— 
The iron men and mannfacturérs of the city 
breathed a sigh of relief when they read the 
Mills tariff bill this morning. , 

Colonel J. W. Sloss, the pioneer iron manu- 
facturer of this section, thinks the interests of 
this section would not be seriously affected 
should the bill become a law. He thinks the 
lumber interests of the state would suffer, and 
that the bill has many objectionable features. 

Dr. H. M. Caldwell, president of the Elyton 
Land company—"Our iron interests would 
not suffer if the bill was pass- 
ed, and we could make steel 
rails with a duty of $11 perton, but the propo- 
sition to put lumber on the free list isan out- 
rage, and would ruin the lumber - interests of 
the state, which has recently grown to large 
proportions.”’ 

President Seddon, of the Sloss Steel and 
lron company, and Vice President Hillman, 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and railroad com- 
pany, all express similar opinions of the bill. 
They think its passage would not hurt the iron 
interests of this section, but the lumber, sugar 
and wool portions would be hard for the 
south. 

Ex-Congressman Hewitt thinks the reduc- 
tion of seventy-two cents per ton on iron would 
benefit rather than injure the iron interests 
this section. He = for the bill to pass the 
duty on. wool and lumber must be left un- 
changed, and very little reduction made on 
sugar. 

William Youngblood, of Alabama, member 
of the republican national committee, who is 
a wealthy lumber manufacturer and dealer, 
said: ‘The putting of the timber on the free 
list kills the bill. That would seriously cripple 
the lumber interests of the south and of the 
entire northwest.”’ 

Every man quoted expressed confidence in 
the defeat of the bill in its present shape, aud 
the majority of them think even the compro- 
mise cannot be passed at this session. 

The Evening Chronicle says editorially that 
the bill is better than was expected of the 
Mills committee, but still bad enough to insure 
its defeat.
